The six Pacific North¬ 
western feedloLs that will be 
supplying fat cattle to Iowa 
Beef Processors as reported 
by Western Livestock Jour¬ 
nal, have incorporated as 
North WeBt Feeders, Inc., a 
non-profit cooperative. 

Among the largest feed¬ 
ing operations in the region, 
the six will be feeding cattle 
that will be delivered to the 
IBP planls in Pasco, Wash., 
and Boise. Idaho, at tho rate 
of 6700 per week initially. 

Charter members of the 
cooperative are: McGregor 
Feodlots, Pasco, Wash.; 
Snake River Cattle Co., 


American Falls, Idaho; 
Idaho Feedlot Co., near 
Boise; the Sunplot FeedJots 
at Caldwell and Grandview, 
Idaho; and El Oro Cattle 
Co., American Falls (pre¬ 
viously identified incorrect¬ 
ly as Othello Feedlot). 

The co-op has contracted 
with IBP to feed the cattle as 
their port in a joint venture 
contract between the co-op 
and IBP. Both entities will 
own the cattle from the time 
they go on feed until the 
processing stage. The 
contract is between North 
West Feeders and Colum¬ 
bia Foods, Inc., a subsidiary 
of IBP. 

This supply contract re¬ 


quires the feedlots to sign a 
waiver to their rights to 
prompt pay and packer 
bonding, as normally re¬ 
quired under the USDA 
Packers and Stockyards 
Administration regulations. 
This is necessary because 


the fed cattle represent a 
contribution by one of the 
members of tho joint 
venture, just as IBP is con¬ 
tributing slaughter and pro¬ 
cessing expertise. 

Therefore, since this is 
not a "purchase," the 


prompt pay regulations 
aren't applicable. Packers 
art# normally required to pay 
in full within 24 hours and 
carry a bond equal to two 
days' livestock kill.

Water regulations cause shock waves 


By LARRY MARSHALL 


Announcement of strin¬ 
gent Interior Department 
regulations controlling use 
of water from federal re¬ 
clamation projects is send¬ 
ing massive shock waves 
throughout the West. 

At stake are thousands of 
small to medium size 
ranches and farms who irri¬ 
gate with water from federal 
projects, as well as a num¬ 
ber of large family and in¬ 
dustrial farming corpora¬ 
tions. The Bureau of Re¬ 
clamation expects the 
changes to affect several 
million acres, of which over 
half is In California. 

The tough regulations ac¬ 
tually reinterpret the Recla¬ 
mation Act of 1902—a law 
that has been, quietly; lg> 


nored for over 50 years by 
all parties. The proposals 
restrict operators who re¬ 
ceive reclamation water 
from owning more than 160 
acres (320 for man and 
wife), and from leasing 
more than an equivalent 
amount. He also must live 


within 60 miles of his land. 

The Interior Department 
went beyond the letter of 
the law in dictating the 
terms for sale of land in 
1 ‘excess’ * of the 160-320 
amounts. In the future, the 
Interior Department and not 
the seller will determine

in long-term, widespread 
use. This vaccine is licensed 
only for use on swine and 
produces blood test reac¬ 
tions identical to those from 
infected swine. Moreover, 

while vaccinated swine are 

protected from the effects of 
the disease, they could be¬ 

come carriers of the virus.'' 

He pointed out that an 
important step in any future 

eradication program would 

be establishment of pro¬ 
cedures for gleaning up 
infected herds. Such proce¬ 
dures would probably in¬ 
volve testing and isolation 
of infected aniniEils, with 
retests of isolated herds 
before animals could be 
shipped. 

Bergland said research to 
develop better tests is 
another need. Current tests 
are inadequate for the 
massive testing that would 
be required.

baa told the American Meat 

Institute that regulations 
are now being drafted. At a 
meeting of the AMI board of 
directors in July she said 
that proposed regulations 
ttjuJd be issued for a 

comment period of probably 

60 days, and a public 
hearing would be held. 

A summary of the task 
force findings includes; 

• Current bone particle 
size in MDM presents no 
health hazard, but size 
limits should be included In 
the regulation. 

• The calcium content of 
MDM could be of slight 
nutritional benefit to most 
people except those on 
calcium-limited diets. 

• The fluoride content of 
MDM poses no health 
problems for adults and 
children. However, MDM

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Large crowd enjoys Kansas Hereford Tour

The Kansas Hereford 
Assn, held its annual tour 
recently, concentrating on 
the south central region of 
the state. A large crowd, 
numbering around 400 
people, joined the two day 
Lour which visited 12 
ranches. 

Many good Hereford 
cattle were the highlight of 
this well-attended and 
well-run affair. The tour 
began with a Continental 
breakfast at the Mr. and 
Mrs. Alfred Barby and 
family ranch, known as the 
76Ranch, located in Mead, 
Kan. Barby gave a short 
presentation of his ranch 
operation and explained to 
the crowd that they are 
presently using a number of 
Line 1 bulls out of the HH 
Advance A262 bull from the 
Cooper-Holden herd in 
Mont., now owned by Max 
Fulscher, also a 30 Bar bull 
from the Lylo Hughes herd, 
Thedford, Neb. They are 
also using a Sam Donald son 
and a son of the Royal Saint. 
Barby also has a Buffalo 
herd of 42 head plus calves, 
located on the Harper 
County Ranch, Laverne, 
Okie. 

The second stop was at 
George and Mildred Dee- 
wall’s Lazy D Hereford 
Ranch, Coldwater, Kan. 
This is truly a family oper¬ 
ation as there is at the pre¬ 
sent time four generations 
of the Deewall family living 
on the ranch. The Deewall's 
cow herd is made up of Mill 
Iron, Colo Domino, Colo 
Misch, Dermont, D4 and 
Midwestern bloodlines. 
Some of the herd bulls now 
in use are TMF D4 Mischief 
294. P4 Ll Domino 4113, S 
Advance Misch 661, S 11 
Regent 619. Most of the 
bulls and heifers are sold at 
private treaty and they are 
also consignors to IhB 
annual Barber-Comanche 
Sales. 

The next stop on the tour 
was at the R&R Cattle Co. 
which is owned and opera¬ 
ted by Ralph Deewall and 
his son Ross. The registered 
herd of 60 cows of Diamond 
and Advance Domino breed¬ 
ing were purchased from 
the Parker Ranch of Chel¬ 
sea, Okla. Principle herd 
si re a are FT Montana 28D, 
MCC Master L9, R&R D4 
Mischief 312, and 6M FD 
Cruzeiro 22. The Deewalls 
run about 600 steers in the 
Flint Hills each summer and 
also winter about 600-600 
steers on their wheat. They 
are members of the Barber- 
Comanche Assn, and con¬ 
sign cattle to the annual 
sales. 

The fourth stop on the 
tour was at Parcel Here- 
fnrds, Coldwater, Kan., 
owned and operated by 
Chur Parcel. The . Parcel 
herd is celebrating its 40th 
anniversary this year. The 
herd was started in 1937 
when Clair was given a 
registered heifer by Hi 
Colburn after purchasing 
one of Hi’s steers.

Square breeding. Since 
1971 most of the bulls used 
have been purchased at the 
Miles City Research Center, 
Miles City, Mont. Present 
herd bulls include LI CL3 
Domino 69470, SH Advance 
Misch 032, LI CL3 Domino 
75349 and Li Domino 
74772. 

Parcel bulls have won the 
Kansas Bull Test sire group 
award 10 times out of the 12 
tests. They were among the 
first Kansas herds to test 
their bulls at performance 
test stations and one of the 
first to take part in the 
feedlot and carcass testing 
programs. 

Parcel Herefords pro¬ 
duced the reserve champion 
bull at the 1977 National 
Western Stock Show, Den¬ 
ver, Colo. He is typical of 
the Parcel program. He first 
was tested at the Kansas 
Bull Test Station and then 
put on the show road where 
he was junior champion at 
each of the four major shows 
he was shown at. 

The fifth stop was at John 
and Jane Deewall's ranch, 
Wilmore, Kan. The cow 
herd consists of 300 
commercial cows and 60 
registered females. The 
herd bulls John uses on his 
registered herd are LBH 
Colo Shadow 18 and P4 Ll 
Domino 3603. John uses the 
bulls he produces in Mb 
registered herd on his 
commercial cows. As year¬ 
lings, the bulls are used on 
replacement heifers and as 
two-year-olds, they are 
used on the mature cows. 
The bulls are then sold the 
following fall when they are 
2 14 -years-old. Most of them 
are sold at private treaty. 




The next stop on the tour 
was the Anchor D Ranch, 
owned and operated by 
Richard Robbins Jr., Pratt. 
The ranch consists of 20,000 
acres of which all but 300 
acres is pasture land. Most 
of the farm ground is used 
for cane feed. The ranch is a 
commercial operation run¬ 
ning approximately 1700 
cows. The mature cows 
calve from January to May. 
At the present time bulls are 
being used from several top 
ranches including: Max 
Fulscher, Amherst, Colo.; 
26 Bar, Scottsdale, Ariz.; 
Steve Stephenson, Bucklin, 
Kan. and Ray Bernett, 
Warrensburg, Mo. 

The seventh stop was the 
Freeman Ranch, owned and 
operated by Clyde and Irene 
Freeman. The cow herd 
consists of 300 commercial 
cows and 100 registered 
cows. The foundation cows 
for this herd were pur¬ 
chased from George Werth 
and Clair Parcel, with the 
bulk of the cows being Colo 
Jet 10, Golden Onward 2, 
Dermont and D4 breeding. 
At the present time the 
Freeman's are using TMF 
D4 Mischief 290, 6M Cru¬ 
zeiro 141 and 6M Brit 
Cruzeiro 83 on their 
registered cows. They are 
using D4 sons and grand¬ 
sons or other bulls pur¬ 
chased from Middleswarth 
Herefords in Nebraska. 
Dorwin and his wife, Gwen, 
the Freeman son and 
daughter-in-law, were real 
proud of the fact that this 
year 76% of their calves 
were born in a 30 day 
period. 

The final stop of the first 
day was at the Lee Ranch, 


owned and operated by Bill, 
Judy, Nathan and Patrick 
Lee. Coots, Kan. Bill Lee 
had mentioned the regis¬ 
tered herd is made up of 
females purchased from 
Still House Hollow Farm, 
Hume, Virginia, White 
Herefords at Gatesby, 
Okla., and Donald W. 
Lonker at the recent dis¬ 
persion . Herd bulls are used 
both on the registered and 
commercial herd of 300 
spring calving cows and 60 
fall calvers. Bill also 
mentioned that since 1967 
they have been enrolled in 
the American Hereford 
Assn.'s TPR program, one 
of the few mainly commer¬ 
cial operations in the 
country to do so. 

Since this was the last 
stop for the day, supper and 
cocktails were served. A 
panel discussion on the pros 
and cons of carcass and fer¬ 
tility, weight and measure¬ 
ments was giVen. This 
program was very informa¬ 
tive. Guest speakers were 
Richard Sell, Booker, Tex¬ 
as; Max Fulscher, Amherst, 
Colo.; and Craig Ludwick, 
American Hereford Assn. 

The second day of the 
tour began at the Warner 
Ranch, owned and operated 
by Leigh and Sidney 
Warner, Cimarron, Kan., 
under the management of 
Willis Wenrick who has 
been the ranch manager 
since 1960. 

The Warners have 3000 
commercial cows and about 
86 registered cows. The 
foundation for the regis¬ 
tered herd were purchased 
in the late 40’s from Foster 
Farms. Rexford, Kan., 
Frank Condell, EIDorado, 
and A1 Jones of Garden 


City. Since 1 961 they have

D.C. A Fres¬ 
no, Calif., based land 
reform group — National 
Land for People—initially 
brought suit against the de¬ 
partment for not enforcing 
the 1902 law. A Federal 
judge agreed with them. 

The problem of profita¬ 
bility on only 160 or 320 
acres is not dealt with in the 
regulations, as if it isn't the 
Interior Department’s wor¬ 
ry. The regulations do spell 


out that less productive land 
will be considered through 
an "equivalency” formula 
and owners may be able to 
own more land as compen¬ 
sation. 

The stringent regulations 
affecting water users in 17 
western states are expected 
to meet with a barrage of 
legal confrontations but not 
necessarily before they take 
effect. The proposal was 
published in the Federal 
Reigster last week, and 
there is a 90-day comment 
period. After that final re¬ 


gulations will be written. 

One California source, 
familiar with water law in 
the state, said the proposals 
by Interior Secretary Cecil 
Andrus will provide enough 
legal work and fees “to put 
a whole generation of law¬ 
yers' kids through school.” 
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A toilet leak can waste 
lots of water.

' AFTER DIPPING UNDER THE 940 level at many loca¬ 
tions, producer prices on choice steers are showing some 
recovery. The terminals are reporting prices on choice 2-4s 
1000-1200 lb. steers at 939-40.76, but good-choice 2-3s are 
reported at $35-39.60. hi general, direct trade areas for 
most of the nation are reporting prices on choice steers 
closely clustered around the 540 level. There is con¬ 
siderable resistance among producers and cattle feeders to 
prices under that level. At the same time, they are selling 
readily on modest price advances. 

With slaughter large, marketable supplies of cattle in the 
better grades and qualities remain short and probably are 
tightening. Analysts anticipate additional improvements in 
demand on cooling weather later this month and in Septem¬ 
ber increased hog slaughter and seasonally large supplies 
of grass fed heef probably will offset at least some of the 
anticipated downturn in the available marbetingB of fed 
cattle.
